Deaf and. Dumb, *1()(),H00 ; and 
the Peiins> Ivaida Oial School for 
the Deaf, .Seranton, $4.'l,'iOO, mak- 
int; a grand totjil for the schools of 
*;iK4.00(). There is at least oius 
more school whicdi has been receiv- 
ing sui)p()r1, from the State, but we 
do not know know how much it 
will get this time. We refer to the 
School for the Training of Spe<'(di 
to Deaf Cliildnwi before they are of 
School Ag(!, ati Mala. The above 
Slims are considerably less than 
was asked for. They are for two 
sehool terms. If noti (uioiigh, the 
.schools will doubtless d((vise 
means to meet an expect e<l ihdieit. 
The Mt. Airy S(diool has alrea<ly 
takf^n steps in the matter, accord- 
ing to the Philadelphia Presa. 

A circtilac hitter has been sent to 
the parents of pupils, stating that, 
by the action of the Legislature 
which reduced the appropriation of 
the Institution, Ihe <'ost jxm' jnipil 
thus allowed is $240, and IxMug 
twenty dollars less than the cost 
lu'retofore, it is insuffleient. Pa- 
rents are therefore reqiKisted to 
make up tlu! difference l)y i)aying 
PH) i)er child sent to s(diooi. It is 
optional with parents to pay th(?

This 
(diange is made to save those at- 
tending from running uj) their 
hot(«l l)ills— they iu>ed not arrive 
hero before Wednesday afternoon, 
— and also to escape the intense 
heat which has charatMeri/.ed the 
formei meetings. It will also give 
the hearing peoi)le a chance to be 
present, as the stores ar'» closed at 
seven o'clock and everyboily is at 
liberty to go anywh(>re after that 
hour. It is expect(>d the larg(> as- 
sembly hall where the meetings 
will be hehl, will be i)acked with 
hearing people Wednesday night, 
and the interest thus awakened 
will cause many to i-eturn on 
Thursday to ,see the business of the 
association tra.nsa(^ted.

To those who know Alex. Berg- 
field and John Kilday, the foUow- 
ing clipping, taken from the 
Toledo Neivs, will be of interest, as 
it gives an account of their death 
on the railroad track last Saturday 
morning : 

The hake Shore & Miirhigan Southern ex- 
press No. itaa, due at Monroe at 4 :.55 A.M., 
struck two men at a crossing alxjut two 
miles south of tho city thi* morning. 

The traiii was 28 minutes late and run- 
niUK at a terrific rate. Tho enrineer Rive 
the alarm by blowin' l.Ue wbi tie, but the 
unfortunates were evideiiijy de»f-niut»'.s 
and did not hear the alarm :ind uever kii^nv 
what struck them. 

Uoth iHHlies were horribly niaiigleil hj 
the blow and one fell on i-ach s'de of the 
track. The train whs Ktopjied aud backed 
to the scene of the tragedy. 

The train han<ls put "ho 1)odies in tht 
baggage car aiui brought them to this city. 
t)ne of the unfi)rtun:ites was above live 
feet ten inches and liail s.Mudy luiir aud was 
fairy well dressed. PaiHTs'on his person 
prove him to be .Tohn Kildav, a ci^ar 
maker, and a member of tlie Ohici^;!* un- 
ion, llis card numbereit 4W>,S3, IJranch (!'.t. 
of Three Rivers, Mich., and his book allow- 
ed he was in good standing. 

Tlie other unfortunate was alwut five 
feet six inches, dark complexion and from 
appearances a mute. lie sold pencils, etc. 

The only piipers found on his pers'in were 
two cards, one from a 'I'oU-il.) business 
house and the other beiring the name of 
.loseph Verner. 

The men were walking on the tracks to- 
wards Monroe and the train struck tliem 
from the bai'k and nmn'gled the bodies iu a 
horrible manner. The remain are at 
Coroner MulhuUand's morgue awaiting 
identification. 

Mr. Benjamin P. Greene and 
Joseph Hartz, of Toledo, on hear- 
ing of the accident, hastened to 
Monroe ideutilie.l the other mute 
its Alex. BerglieM, a former pupil 
of this school durin;r the superin- 
tendency of Amasa Pratt. Berg- 
fltdd's relatives at New Concord, 
()., were notified of his death, l)ut 
they refiused to take the Ividy, so it 
was shipped to a Medical College in 
Ann Arbor, Mich. 

There was one eye-witness to 
this S!id tr.Mgedy— a farmer. He 
heard tlH> whistle blow and .s:uv the 
mutes walking calmly on in the 
middle of the track. Thoir arms 
wt>n> eontinually motioning, which 
shows they were in an earnest con- 
versation. The fjiimer ran to 
them and endeavored to warn them 
of their impending doc m, but ihvy 
never noticed him until it was too 
late. Bergfield was knocked dear 
against the telegraph wires a dis- 
tiince of 45 feet. He htdd his 
hands up over his head s(>emingly 
to grjib at the wires. Kilday was 
knockeil head over heels, rolled 
and pushed .ilong the track by the 
cow cjttcher for a considerable dis- 
tance. Bergfleld's body was fountl 
on the left side of the tracks and 
Kilday's on the right. Perhaps 
this is the first instnnce of two 
mutes being killed at the same 
time. When, oh, when will the 
other careless mutes profit by the 
fate of their kinsmen and avoid the 
railroad track forever after'? If 
they wish to journey on foot, why 
don't tliey tak»< to the roads instead 
of to the railroatls. Let this be an- 
other warning to them. Who cares 
to be the next victim ?

It contains a list of 
ihe mutes with their addres.s, the 
popul \tion of the deaf of Ohio and 
its largest cities, a number of plea- 
sure resorts of Cincinnati of in- 
terest to mutes visiting there, a 
schedule of outgoing trains, etc., 
etc. It's a valuable guide to 
mutes, strangers in so large a city 
as Cincinnati.

The efforts of the police to dis 
cover the speaiv thief who has been 
respojisible for the many daring 
robberies reported at the West 
125th Stre<>t sUition recently cnl- 
ininated in the arrest ot .1 man 
loaded down with bootj . 

The arrest was made at 147th 
Street and Seventh Avenue after a 
hard chase and a fight l>etween the 
thief and captor. Detective Henry 
Wolf, of the West rhirtieth Street 
station. The thief entered the 
apartment house No 212 West 14;?d 
stn'ct .shortly before six o'clock and 
knocked on the door on the upart- 
ment tx'cupied by William P. 
Perkins. He presented a letter 
stating that he was deaf and dumb 
and needed assistance. 

He then went u[) stairs to Mrs. 
Mary Wiligohn's room, and finding 
il vacant .•ippro[)riatcd her i)ockct- 
book containing $1.25 and a check 
for $20. Then he made a bundle 
of a silver sugar bow), a silver milk 
pitcher, a silver salt box, two sil- 
ver knives, two silver forks, and a 
silvei spoon, and decamped. He 
made his escape from the house, 
but a moment later Mrs. Wiligohn 
discovered her loss and ran down- 
stjiirs crying "Stop thief !" at the 
top of her voice. 

Detective Wolf lives at No. 34.S 
West 143d Sti-eet, and was stand- 
ing on the stoop. He gave chase 
to the thief, being joined by Mr. 
Perkins and, after a run of a block 
and !i half, caught him. 

The chief would not surrender 
when caught, and, grasping the 
detective by the throat, battle for 
hi.s liberty. Wolf tried to hand- 
cuff his pri.soner, and finally suc- 
ceeded in throwing him to the side- 
walk and slipping the cuffs over 
his hands. Then he ttirned him 
over to Mounted Policeman New- 
man, who had arrived, and he was 
taken to the West I2(«th Street 
station. 

He said he was Frank Howard, 
twenty-eight years old an iron 
worker, and refused to tell where 
he lived. The police believe that 
he has committed many robberies 
in the district. He made an at- 
tempt to swallow the letter which 
stated that he w.as tleaf aud .nimb, 
but did not succeed, llecould both 
sjH^ak and hear.^ The silverware 
and other articles were lecovtMed. 
Detective Wolf l^re.sented a be- 
draggled appearance after the en- 
counter.

"Here in the metropolis the 
d(!af-niute cyclists have banded 
themselves together under the club 
name of Silent Wheelmen, and to- 
day tlie organization is growing and 
productive of just as much whole- 
some amusement to its members as 
the Harlem Wheelmen, or the Cen- 
tury Wheelmen, or any club of 
liearing riders. Not being able to 
dcteet sound, it may strike most 
people as being almost impossible 
foi the deaf t<t avoid contact with 
dandier in <'row(Ied streets, yet they 
do it with precision, seldom figur- 
ing in mishaps of any sort. 

" In reply to a question, ' Are 
not the deaf cyclists 8ubje(!t to 
much danger ?' Captain Charles J. 
Ij' Clerctj replied : 

" ' We deaf have had our eyes so 
trained on the road that we notice 
the slightest thing that is in any 
manner out of the way, and are 
thereby able to read dangffr. We 
wnUth the shadows on our sides on 
bright, sunny daj'S, while on cross 
sireitH where a wagrm is passing, 
ihe first thing we look at is the 
iiorsfr's heml. By that we are able 
to tell which way the diiverintcmds 
to go ; if to the left, the horse's 
head is turned thai way in oImj- 
dienec to the pull of the rein, and 
i.'ire versa if the flriver wants to go 
to the right. When a party of 
deaf-mut«^s desire to stop on the 
road the lea<ler holds up his hand ; 
if it is desired to «o on the leader 
motions to advance. The holdint^ 
up of the hand is also employed to 
notify of dang<'rous grades, and 
rarely has it ha[»pene<i that a mem- 
ber of the Silent Whe^-lmen has 
been injured while on a tour. If 
anything, they seem to be more 
(;ar(!ful than those favored with the 
Henseof hearing.' 

" Organ iwrd early in the season 
on a call issued by Mr. Le Clercq, 
who for years has been identified 
with atlileticj*, the club has now 
twenty-six members, with every 
prospect of more before the season 
ends. It aims to include in its 
membership every deaf-mute in
